those whom he sent forth toexalt the doctrine 
ef humility. Under the benign influence of 
this system, all vjolence and oppression 
were to cease ; and all the moral evil which 
deformed the warld was to be extinguish- 
ed. Happy would it be for the human fe- 
mily, could all be brought to bow at the 
shrine of a religion, the effects of which 
would be so glorious. Here we should see 
charity the ruling principle with every man 
in the common intercouree of civil life, so 
that the arts of circumvention and deceit 
would never be practised by man against 
his brother, ner would the lust of power 
ever break loose against the public weal or 
his neighbor's peace—love and unity would 
be the ligatures to bind society together— 
sectarian prejudices would cease, and men 
would come to embrace each in the fellow- 
ship of christian unity and love. It is 
obvious, that we are yet very far from the 
fruition of this happy experience. We are 
still pursuing the fading transitory Bdjects 
of time and sense ; unmindful of the vast 
concerns of immortality, and resting too 
much upon the empty rituals of a name 
and profession to religion. In this day of 
light and knowledge, our swpineness may 
subject us to a heavy responsibility, and 
the mercies which we trample under our 
feet, may ere long rise in yudgment against 
us. The ambassadors of Heaven have 
been sent unto us in this city ; our temples 
have been shaken with the voice of truth; 
the dull ear bas been roused, and the hood- 
winked eye unbound by the inspired elo- 
quence of a Hicks, for his years deserving 
honor, but for his wisdom and picty more: 
—And a pious handmmaid of the Lord, has 
called us to virtue’s shrine, in strains so 
enchanting that even angels might have 
leaned frem Heaven to hear. And although 
envy may rear its snaky crest, and the ar- 
rows of slander may be discharged from 
the quiver of malevolence, they shail fall 
pointless at the feet of the innocent, or re- 
coil to wound the hand that shot them. It 
is a melancholy reflection, that the glory 
of a church eamecrated by eulfering im ite 
infancy, should be stained by acts of reli- 
gious oppression, and that a confermity to 
mere epinions should be deemed the test 
of orthodoxy. An uncharitable temper is 
no mark of christian piety, and a lust of 
dominion and authority is at variance with 
every principle of christian meekness and 
humility. Those, therefore, who love to 
have the rule, should bear in mind the 
faultless pattern of Christ, and the memor- 
able words by which he rebuked the aspir- 
ing ambition of some that followed him, 
“ They that are first shall be last.” The 
unwarrantable stretch of power which has 
been exercised on a recent occasion, al- 
though it has occasioned some little fer- 
ment, it is manifest that its object has been 
defeated. The effects of it have afforded 
us an opportunity of reviewing the eviden- 
ces of our faith, and bringing them for- 
ward with additional conviction, and in the 
end we shall see that the truth like the 
mountain pine, will strike its roots the 
deeper for the agitation ef its branches.

Cats and Onions were once wor- 
shipped as God ; and, any man that would 
eat cither, would run the risk of being 
eaten himself. Anaxagoras was branded 
with impiety for affirming the sun to be a 
great plate of red hot iron. This was 
heresy because his country worshipped 
that luminary asa Deity. Another philo-

COMMUNICATED, 
Extract of a Letter from a Friend to his Corres- 
pondent in thie City, dated, 3 mo, 22d, 1823. 
Estcemed Friend, 
Thy tavour of the 10th instant Was regu- 
larly received and contents noted, and in 
reply to thy question “ What think of Phi- 
ladelphia now, and the religious excitement 
in her borders?” I was prepared to hear of 
many retrogade movement in consequence 
of the Gospel visit of Elias Hicks, and I 
think I see in prospect a glimmering of 
better days. The superstitions of the Fa- 
thers having been instilled in the minds of 
the children, and rivetted by the powerful 
influence of early education, must necessa- 
rily require a pretty sevare shock to shake 
their false heavens of theory, and put the 
people in a way tothink for themselves; as 
a modern Poet very justly remarks: 
* How few think little of the thinking few,” 
How many never think who think they do/” 
I consider all these tumultuous scenes 
to be a benefit rather than an evil. They 
are the effects of evile previously 
existing, and will continue to operete so 
long as the cause remains 'o praduce them ; 
and to think to stop the*current by creating 
artificial mounds, serves but to spread the 
tide and finally to burst furiously its enclo- 
sures, and perhaps to overwhelm the work- 
men engaged therein. There is in many 
respects a near analogy between the moral 
and physi¢tal world—Storms and Earth- 
quakes are as necessary in the one as in the 
other ; they serve to purify the atmosphere, 
and remind us of our various duties ; they 
bring the most indubitable evidence that we 
have “no continuing city here,” and that 
our peace consists in an obedience to that 
still small veice which all who will hear 
can hear, saying “ Thiele the way, walk in 
it.” May we not trace in the present tu- 
multuous state of the Church, the footsteps 
of the Deity? When he who rides upon 
the whirlwind is pleased to arrest the migh- 
ty torrent which now rushes on with such 
irresistable impetuosity, gnd to speak, 
“ Peace, be still,” then and not until then 
shali we perceive the clouds of darkness 
which have hovered over the people, to be 
dispelled, and the glorious Sun of Righ 
teousnessto arise in all the unclouded splen- 
dour, diffusing the light of his countenance 
to illuminate the darkened understanding ; 
hereby we are brought from a state in which 
we saw “ men as trees walking” and ena- 
bled to see things as they really are, in the 
full effulgence of that divine truth “ whercin 
doubt ceases.

The late Foreign News. 


What will ultimately be the result of the pre- 
sent agitated state of affairs in France and Spain, 
says the New York Commercial Advertiser, re- 
mains to be seen. We do not wish to hazard any 
opinions that might lead to any unwarrantable 
s,eculations; bat certainly the news, after the 
most cautious examination we have been enabled 
to give it, is of a decidedly hostile c lexion. 
We do not see how a War can be arrested, unless 
the Spaniards are untrue to themselves—of which, 
we willnot permit even the anticipation. We 
know there are those on‘both sides of the water, 
who entertain doabts, or rather hopes, that peace 
will be preserved. Now we do not muppose that 
the King of France would write himse!f down, in 
the face of all Europe, « fool, by delivering such 
a Speech, if he had any doub‘s on the subject, 
or if he had not been fully resolved upon a belli- 
gerent attitude. Andit will be seen by the news 
of to-day, that the language of the French Cham- 
bers, iseven more menacing and more war-like, 
than the Speech from the Throne. And the war 
measures are supported by overwhelming major- 
ities. An important debate took place in the 
French Chau:ber of Deputies, on the 24th of Feb- 
ruary, upon a motion for voting one hundred mit- 
Lions for extraordinary expenses. The Chamber 
not being full, no vote wastaken. The speech 
of M. de Villele, says the Courier of the 26th of 
February, shows that France is determined up- 
on war, and may be expected to order her arm 
to enter Spain forthwith. The belief is that it 
wl have passed the Pyrenees by the 12th of 
March. An article from Bayonne, of the 19th 
February, says: ‘* It appears that orders will be 
issued from the 25th February, to put the troops 
en echelon along the extreme frontier.” 

Wh k others have been waiting for a formal 
manifesto, or declaration of war, we have suppos- 
ed it more probable that the King’s Speech was 
partly intended as such, and that none other 
woull be issued. The answers of the Chambers, 
and the course of the debates, go to strengthen 
this behef. The answer of the Peers of France, 
to the King’s Speech, contains this very signifi- 
cant passage —**lt belonged to your Majesty alone 
to deliberate on the great question of War and 
Peace.” Inthe discussion on the address, the 
Minister of Finance, (Villele) and the Minister of 
Foreign Affars, took upon themselves al) the re- 
sponsibility of the speech from the crown; and 
both professed openly, that France would act cx 
France; and that she would not key down her arms 
until order be restored in Spain. The Minister of 
Finance observed how important it was to France, 
not only as a point of honor, but as a positive in- 
terest, that the dynasty of the Bourbons should 
not be shaken at Madrid. 

The answer of Ferdinand to the Cortes, com- 
pletely identifies his hopes, his happiness, his 
throne, and his life, with the noble dcetermina- 
tion of that heroic assembly. Spain must there- 
fore be re led as unanunously pledged to the 
conflict, if it be unavoidable. The Spanish King, 
witha spirit which honors him, promises to lead 
his armies in person against the invaders of his 
country. 

One account says, the warlike declarations of 
the Allies, had emboldened the Royalists in Spain, 
and it appears that a division of the Army of the 
Faith had made an attempt to take Madrid by 
surprize ; in which attempt, however, they failed. 

An important debate took place in the House 
of Commons, on the answer to the speech of the 
British King, from winch some idea may be 
formed of the pop lar feeling in England, as 
it respects the projected crusade against the Pe- 
ninsula. Hos majesty gives no intimation as to 
the course he intends to pursue; but Mr. Peel, 
and others of the ministry, give us to understand 
that they willadhere to a neutral policy. Sir 
James M’Intosh, Mr. Brougham, and Mr. Den- 
man, champions always of the rights of man, dis- 
tagushed themselves in the debate on this sub- 


ie ct, and openly vindicated a war by Fugland in 


support of Spain. Lord Liverpool praised the 
leaders of the Spanish revolution, as having con- 
ducted it with unexampled innocence and mode- 
ration. Indced the threatened war scems to ex- 
cite but one common fecling of indignation. The 
speeches of Lord Liverpool, Mr Brougham, and 
others, were translated into Spanish, and sent to 
Madrid. 

Mr. Huskisson has been returned to the House 
of Commons from Liverpool. 

Mr. Vansittart has been promoted to the peer 
ege, under the title of Lord Boxley. Mr. F. Ro- 
binson has been appointed in his place as Chan- 
cellor of the Raehouner. The subject of the 
Slave Trade, it is said, was brought by the Bri- 
tish Envoy before the Congress at Verona, and 
the treaties between Great Britain, Spain and 
the Netherlands, have been placed on a better 
foundation with regard to it. Itis said that the 
French army, in different divisions, was expected 
to enter Spain about the middle of March, 

Ata dinner given at the termination of the Nor- 
wich election, Mr. Canning was in the chair. 
When he was toasted, he delivered a speech, in 
which he observed, that he was determined to 
support the most liberal principles, and was proud 
in stating, that the nation was never more able to 
support them in the eventof her being compelled 
to take up arms. 

An immense coinage is about to take place in 
St. Petersburgh, for which purpose an extraor- 
dinary quantity of gold has been sent from Lon- 
don by the way of Paris and Frankfort. 

An injunction has been granted in England to 
restrain certain bankers there from sending money 
out of the country alledged to be for the Peruvian 
Government, under what is called the Peruvian 
Loan. 

A very severe snow storm occurred in Fngland 
onthe Ist Feb. and lasted incessantly till the Sth. 
The roads were entirely blocked up, the snow ly- 
ing level with the tops of the hedges. Six mails 
from Edinburgh were due at Newcastle on the 
8th, and none were expected for several days, 
though several bundreds of persons were employ- 
ed in clearing the roads. The bodies of several 
people were dug out of the snow who had perish- 
ed in the storm, and it was supposed many more 
would be discovered.
